It 
seems that the paper work just increases every year. The 
legal aspects of the office also seem to have become more 
complex, the complaints varied and many, and the request 
for services were higher than ever.

c. Graveled and. resurfaced the circle at end 
of Hallwood Drive. 


d. Shimmed the upper section of Joslin Road 
using our own equipment. 


e. Continued the ditch work on Old Walpole Road. 
Purchased road sweeper. 


g. The highway employees once again did a good 
job on summer and winter maintenance. 


2. Computer System: 


a. The Selectmen would like to thank Ainslee 
Phillips for his efforts on behalf of the 
Town in researching the purchase of our 
computer and we also want to thank Ainslee 
and Paula Lorette for many hours donated in 
getting the computer into operation. 


3. Lower Pond Road Washout: 


a. After waiting most of the summer and fall, we 
received an answer from state officials con- 
cerning repairs. We were informed that we 
would not be receiving any funding, so we 
have included a request for an appropriation 
to make needed repairs if the Town wants to 
see this road open.
